This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of 
25 April 2018, which was received by this office on 25 April 2018, for “Copies of 
all unclassified e-Chirps, preferably in an electronic format.” Your request has 
been assigned Case Number 104134. There are no assessible fees for this 

request. 

On 4 May 2018, we sent you a letter explaining that your request was 
overly broad, unreasonably burdensome, and not specific enough to allow a 
reasonable search. We informed you that a search effort would significantly 
impede NSA activities. We recommended that you narrow your search by a 
specific topic and by limiting the scope to a specific timeframe. In your 
response of 12 May 2018, which we received on 14 May 2018, you declined to 
narrow your request or in any way limit the scope of the request. Thus, we 
have determined that your request is not a valid FOIA request. We are closing 
this case. Additionally, any future requests made by you concerning this topic 
unless significantly different (specific and narrowed in such a way as to not be 
overly broad and burdensome) will be filed with this FOIA request with no 
further action by this Agency. 

You may appeal this decision. If you decide to appeal, you should do so 
in the manner outlined below. NSA will endeavor to respond within 20 working 
days of receiving any appeal, absent any unusual circumstances.
